G E N E R A L NEWS. 


—At a local election in California the other 
day, a majority of the votes were cast for a 
woman for constable; but she didn’t get the 
office, the judges refusing to count her vote. 
—Andy Johnson’s theory about it is that 
the revival of the Mrs. Surratt controversy is 
due to the ambition of a single lawyer who 
wanted to get on the supreme bench and was 
afraid he would be overlooked. 
—Recently the figures were given of the 
amount of chewing-gum or wax manufactured 
by a New Jersey firm, and now a western 
paper chronicles the [>oisoning and narrow 
escape from death of three little girls who had 
l»een chewing this concoction of red oxide of 
mercury and beeswax. 
—A water sjiout on I.ake Erie was recently 
seen from the summit of Little Mountain, near 
Cleveland. 
Three attempts at mounting were 
made; the first broke beforo reaching the 
clouds, the second was the complete spout, 
while the third broke up in a dense mist. 


—Minister Washburn, at Paris, states that 
letters from this country to France arc charged 
thirty cents additional postage there, if the 
words, “Paid to destination," are not stamp* 
oil upon them, though sent fully prepaid, the 
French government seizing tho technical pre­ 
text of the absence of the stain]) to disregard 
the fact of the full payment. 


—Men are walking about New York with 
pockets Alii of silver regularly taken in change. 
Astonished conductors of street cars receive 
silver quarters, ten and five cent pieces for 
fares.

—Mark Twain seems to hare queer notions 
of house building. 
A Hartford correspondent 
of the Springfield Union describes the new 
refideocc he is having constructed for his 
occupancy: The style is indescribable, beiug 
a sort of cross between a Mexican adobe hul, 
and a Swiss cottage, built of brick, to cost 
a I xxi t $40,000. 
It stands not far from Gov­ 
ernor Jewell'*, on lite oppositu side of the 
street, on the edge of a hill, rather dose to 
the street, where if commands a line view to 
the west and north, and is just the sort of 
house to cause a stranger to stop and inquire, 
Who lives In that queer-looking bouse V Al­ 
though the avenue runs east and west, the 
house, instead of facing the street, faces cast. 
On the north end is a small building, near the 
street, which contains the kitchen and ser­ 
vants' rooms, separate from the main build­ 
ing, while immediately adjoining is a large 
dining-room, seventeen by thirty, having I hi I 
Utile light, so that when used it will lie neces­ 
sary to light the gas.

Take it all In all, it is the 
queerest piece of architecture one has ever 
seen, but with one redeeming feature, that is 
o|>eu fire-places all over the house, ami good, 
generous-sized ones, too.

I ii nearly all of the crops that fanners raise 
they aim to have the seed belter than the av­ 
erage of the products which they sell; but to 
this rule |>ota(oet form an exception. 
They 
will take pains to scram out of (heir wheat, 
oats, or barley, not only all foul seed, but ult 
small, shrunken, defective grains. 
They save 
uone but the most perfect ears of com, but 
when they come to save seed for the |>otuU> 
crop, they too often use for seed those tubers 
that are loo small to sell. 
It D not surprising 
that this course pursued year after year should 
have a tendency to mn out varieties. We copy 
from un exchange some remarks by Prentiss, 
of Steuben, upon this subject: 
Some one asks why it is thai |K>tatoes so 
soon run out. 
There are two grand reasons. 
There are but few potatoes in a hill that are 
tit for seed. 
Some are overgrown, coarse, 
rank, aud will not transmit the original quali­ 
ty. Others are undergrown, aud not full- le- 
veloped seed. 
A potato of medium size, per­ 
fect in all its parts, with change of ground, 
will produce Its like, ad infinitum. One oth­ 
er reason, cutting potatoes between stem and 
seed continually will demoralize the institu­ 
tion. 
It requires the stem and seed end to 
make perfect seed. 
If cut, cut lengthwise. 
Single eyes will run out any (totato. There is 
no other seed that will bear mutilation like 
the potato; the only wonder is, that it does 
not run out completely. 
We select the above 
from one of our exchanges for the purpose of 
pointing a moral. 
In nothing is there so much 
error tuughl and bettered by Ignorant persons 
as in regard to the culture of potatoes. 
If it 
is only considered that the |»otato is not a root 
nor a ]>otato a seed, any more than a twig 
above ground is a root, or a bud cut there­ 
from a seed. 
An analogous instance is found 
in the planting a cutting of a vine or of astalk 
of pep]>crinint or a cutting of a currant or ge­ 
ranium. 
The bud is the germ of the future 
plant, aud grows when planted in the soil so 
that roots may be started from it* base. 
A 
cutting or a bnd from a small potato i* as 
likely to produce a vigorous plant as a bud 
transplanted from a slender twig is, aud one 
from a large potato no more so than a bud 
from a i(ranch many time* a* large os the 
small twig. 


W atch Spring*. 
Hair-springs, says a writer in the Victoria 
Magazine, are made In the factory, of finest 
English steel, which comes upon spools like 
thread. 
To the naked eye it is as round as a 
hair, but under the microscope It (Bicornes a 
fiat steel ribbon. 
This ribbon is inserted be­ 
tween the jaws of a fine guage, and the dial 
hand shows Its diameter lo be two twenty-five 
hundredths or an inch. 
A hair plucked from 
a man’s head measures three twenty-flve-hun- 
dredths—one from the head of a little ja i at 
a neighboring bench, two twenty-five hun 
dredths. Actually, however, the finest hair is 
twice us thick as the steel ribbon, for the hair 
compresses one-half 
between the metallic 
jaws of the guage. 
A hairspring weighs on­ 
ly one-fifteen thousandth of a pound Troy. In 
a straight line it is a foot long. 
With a pair 
of tweezers, we draw one out in spiral form, 
until it is six inches long; but it springs back 
into place, not bent a particle from Us true 
coiling.

The Pittsburgh Commercial thinks Con­ 
gress will do something in the matter.

G E N E R A L , N E W S . 


—At a local election in California the other 
day, a majority of the votes were cast for a 
woman for constable; but she didn’t get the 
office, the judges refusing to count her vote. 
—Andy Johuson’s theory about it is that 
the revival of the Mrs. Surratt controversy is 
due to the ambition of a single lawyer who 
wanted to get on the supreme bench and was 
afraid he would be overlooked. 
—Recently the figures were given of the 
amount of chewing-gum or wax manufactured 
by a New Jersey firm, and now a western 
paper chronicles the poisoning and narrow 
escape from death of tnree little girls who had 
l>een chewiug this concoction of red oxide of 
mercury and beeswax. 
—A water spout on Lake Erie was recently 
seen from the summit of Little Mountain, near 
Cleveland. 
Three attem pts at mounting were 
made; the first broke before reaching the 
clouds, the second was the complete spout, 
while the third broke up in a dense mist. 


—Miuister Washburn, at Paris, states that 
letters from this country to France are charged 
thirty cents additional postage there, if the 
words, “Paid to destination, ” are not stamp­ 
ed upon them, though sent fully prepaid, the 
French government seizing the technical pre­ 
text of the absence of the stamp to di3regurd 
the fact of the full payment. 


—Men are walking about New York with 
pockets full of silver regularly takeu in change. 
Astonished conductors of Btreet cars receive 
silver quarters, ten and five cent pieces for 
fares. 
Silver does not now command a pre­ 
mium over legal tenders, if one wants to sell 
silver, hut if one wants to buy it—well, some­ 
body must have a profit. 
—Goldwiu Smith doubts “whether a more 
active ora more virulent poison was ever infus­ 
ed into the vein3 of a nation than that which is 
infused iuto the veins of the American nation 
by such school histories as are used in the 
United States,” and wants to know “ whatcan 
be expected if people are fed through their 
childhood on such stimulants of national van­ 
ity and malignity.” 


—The Tootsonian style has taken hold of 
postal cards, and young gentlemen wishing 
to gain a certain sort of notoriety write cards 
to themselves, making appointments with dis­ 
tinguished individuals of both genders. 
The 
cards.being directed to the places of business 
of the young men, or to the clubs which they 
frequent, accomplish the object intended. 
—A curious circumstance has transpired in 
connection with the Dover election. 
Several 
hundred blank voting papers were found in 
the ballot boxes. 
Tho Conservatives say that 
these papers were deposited by “ Conservative 
workingmen,” driven by railway influence to 
the poll, but determined not to vote against 
their opinions. 


—The scarcity of animal food in London lias 
led to the adoption of one rather curious 
means of increasing the supply. 
A number 
of rabbit establishments have been started in 
different parts of London, and are said to be 
paying very well. 
At these places rabbits 
are being bred in large numbers, and if 
they increase at the present rate they will 
make an appreciable addition to the food of 
London. 


—Last Saturday week 
Miss Ellen Conley 
dug with a potato fork one hundred and one 
bushels of potatoes for R. R. Slocum, on his 
farm in Onondaga, in seven hours and forty- 
five minutes. 
The potatoes were dug, picked 
aud measured under the supervision of Mr. 
Slocum. 
Here's a chance for a young farmer 
who wants a wife. 


—Mark Twain seems to have queer notions 
of house building. 
A Hartford correspondent 
of the Springfield Union describes the new 
residence he is having constructed for his 
occupancy: 
The style is indescribable, being 
a sort of cross between a Mexican adobe lint, 
and a Swiss cottage, built of brick, to cost 
about $40,000. 
It stands not far from Gov­ 
ernor Jewell’s, on the opposite side of the 
street, on the edge of a hill, rather close to 
the street, where it commands a fine view to 
the west and north, and is just the sort of 
house to cause a stranger to stop and inquire, 
Who lives in that queer-looking house ?” 
Al­ 
though the avenue runs ea3t and west, the 
house, instead of facing the street, faces east. 
On the north end is a small building, near the 
street, which contains the kitchen and ser­ 
vants’ rooms, separate from the main build- 
iug, while immediately adjoining is a large 
dining-room, seventeen by thirty, having but 
little light, so that when used it will be neces­ 
sary to light the gas. 
The parlor is where 
the kitchen would be located in any other 
house, while Mark’s own room, where most of 
his time will be spent, is at the top of the 
house, aad in order to oflset the want of 
light in the dining-reom, this room is almost 
entirely glas3. 
Take it all in all, it is the 
queerest piece of architecture one 
has ever 
seen, but with one redeeming feature, that is 
open fire-places all over the house, and good, 
generous-sized one3, too.

Watch Spring*. 
Hair-spri ngs, says a writer iu the Victoria 
Magazine, are made in the factory, of finest 
English steel, which comes upon spools like 
thread. 
To the naked eye it is as round as a 
bair, but under the microscope it becomes a 
flat 3teel ribbon. 
This ribbon is inserted be­ 
tween the jaws of a fine guage, and the dial- 
hand shows its diameter to be two twenty-five 
hundredths of an inch. 
A hair plucked fropi 
a man’s head measures three twenty-flve-hun- 
dredths—one from the head of a l'rttle girl at 
a neighboring beDcb, two twenty-five hun­ 
dredths. 
Actually, however, the finest hair is 
twice as thick as the steel ribbon, for the hair 
compresses one-half 
between the metallic 
jaws of the guage. 
A hair-spring weighs on­ 
ly one-fifteen thousandth of a pound Troy. In< 
a straight line it is a foot long. 
With a pair 
of tweezers, we draw one out iu spiral form, 
until it is six inches long; but it springs back 
iuto place, not bent a particle from its true 
coiling. 


—The suggestion that the loss of that 
$60,000 ought, in some way, to be made up to 
Andy Johnson, is seconded all over the coun­ 
try. 
The Pittsburgh Commercial thinks Con­ 
gress will do something in the m atter. 
“It is 
really a very sad case,” it remarks, “excessive 
love of money has never, we believe, been 
mentioned a3 one of Mr. Johnson's faults or 
foibles even by his bitterest enemies, and no 
one, so far as we know, has ever pretended or 
suspected that either directly or indirectly he 
took advantage of his ample opportunltes to 
make himself rich.”

Wliy Potatoes Hun out so Noon. 


In nearly all of the crops that fanners raise 
they aim to have the seed better than the av­ 
erage of the products which they sell; but to 
this rule potatoes form an exception. 
They 
will take pains to screen out of their wheat, 
oats, or barley, not only all foul seed, but all 
small, shrunken, defective grains. 
They save 
none but the most perfect cars of corn, but 
when they come to save seed for the potato 
crop, they too often use for seed those tubers 
that are too small to sell. 
It is not surprising 
that this course pursued year after year should 
have a tendency to ran out varieties. We copy 
from an exchange some remarks by Prentiss, 
of Steuben, upon this subject: 
Some one asks why it is that potatoes 60 
soou run out. 
There arc two grand reasons. 
There are but few potatoes in a hill that are 
fit for seed. 
Some are overgrown, coarse, 
rank, aud will not tran*mit the original quali­ 
ty. 
Others are uBdergrown, and not full-Je 
veloped seed. 
A potato of medium size, per­ 
fect in all its parts, with change of ground, 
will produce its like, ad infinitum. 
One oth­ 
er reason, cutting potatoes between stem and 
seed continually will demoralize the institu 
tion. 
It requires the stern and seed end to 
make perfect seed. 
If cut, cut lengthwise. 
Single eyes will run out any potato. 
There is 
no other seed that will bear mutilation like 
the potato; the only wonder is, that it does 
not run out completely. 
We select the above 
from one of our exchanges for the purpose of 
pointing a moral. 
In nothing is there so much 
error taught and believed by Ignorant persons 
a3 in regard to the culture of potatoes. 
If it 
is only considered that Lite potato is not a root 
nor a potato a seed, any inore than a twig 
above ground is a root, or a bud cut there­ 
from a seed. 
An analogous instance is found 
in the planting a cutting of a vine or of a stalk 
of peppermint or a cutting of a currant or ge­ 
ranium. 
The bud is the germ of the future 
plant, and grows when planted in the soil so 
that roots may be started from its base. 
A 
cutting or a bud from a small potato is as 
likely to produce a vigorous plant as a bud 
transplanted from a slender twig is, and one 
from a large potato no more so than a bud 
from a branch many times as large as the 
small twig.

The employees of the Auditor’s Division at 
the New Y’ork Custom House were asscseed 
two per cent, of their salaries the other day 
for political purposes. The collections were 
made by an underling of the concern, but of 
course high authority privately enforced the 
operation. There i3 a special civil service 
rule forbidding this thing which the Board had 
better enforce. There is no hope of thJt.bow- 
ever, so long as the National Republican Com­ 
mittee wants money to bias elections. 
As soon as the Stokes trial is concluded 
Judge Davis will bring on the “ big indict­ 
ment" against ex-Boss Tweed. This indict­ 
ment is so extensive that there is no likeli­ 
hood of its being disposed of daring the pres­ 
ent generation. District Attorney Phelps, as­ 
sisted by Mr. Trema in and other eminent 
counsel, will labor to secure a conviction on 
it as long os they live. Messrs. Graham, 
Bartlett, Fullerton & Co. will oppose them du­ 
ring the continuance of their mortal career.— 
And when both prosecuting and defending 
lawyers die and go to the last resort of all 
lawyers, the case will descend to their suc­ 
cessors in office, who will go on with it as 
long a3 they tarry here below. And so on 
century after century. The Boss himself will 
probably pay the debt oí nature, if ho never 
pays another, and in the course of time will 
be honored with an equestrian monument in 
the Central Park; but nobody will ever know 
whether he stole any money or not. Thus it 
Is “ In the corrupted currents of this world.” 
It is to be hoped that the Senate Transpor­ 
tation Committee, which is now deliberating 
over its completed travels, may really be able 
at last to recommend some practicable scheme 
to Congress for increasing the carrying facili­ 
ties of the country and at the same time re­ 
ducing their cost. They may be sure in ad­ 
vance of one thing. The people will not con­ 
sent to any arrangement either of purchase or 
construction which involves an increase of the 
national debt. So all uotions about digging 
canal3 with government money or in any way 
getting on foot a gigantic piece of jobbery 
will be certain death to the committee which 
encourages them. This those gentlemen no 
doubt thoroughly understand. 
Something 
must be done about the matter which this 
committee went forth to investigate and that 
too without needless delay. The party which 
wants the popular vole in 1876 must not for­ 
get the interests of western grain and eastern 
markets. 
Business is looking up all round the sky. 
Wall street is quiet and pretty much free 
from all sensational events. Stocks have 
slightly declined, but no uneasiness has re­ 
sulted. The officers of savings banks report 
an appreciable increase in deposits, and sev­ 
eral branches of trade and manufactures de­ 
clare themselves not materially injured by 
the late panic. The wholesale trade of the 
large business houses has been interfered with 
but slightly by the money stringency, while 
the retail has suffered considerably. The 
signs of returning trade show themselves with 
returning confidence, and the outlook for the 
remainder of the fall and the coming winter 
is much brighter than was apprehended. The 
export trade was never better and grain is 
coming forward in heavy amounts. Ship­ 
ments of cotton are still light,although foreign 
houses are ready to take all consignments.— 
The prospect is cheering, and they who groan 
about the future lack both pluck and com­ 
mon sense. 
The late tragedy at Cornell University con­ 
nected with the initiation of a student named 
Leggett into one of the secret societies of that 
institution ought to carry a lesson with it for 
the future guidance of all interested. This 
yonng man was taken between two members 
of the Kappa Alpha, aetiug as conductors, 
and led by them at night over rough ground 
and across various obstructions to teach him 
the dignity and mystery of the organization 
he was about to enter, as well as to impress 
upon lus mind a wholesome sense of his en­ 
tire dependence upon the good faith of those 
who held him by either arm. Without design, 
but as a consequence of culpable carelessness, 
both candidate and conductors fell over a 
precipice, killing young Leggett and seriously 
injuring the two others. Tbo coronet’s jury 
blamed no one, but there is blame neverthe­ 
less. It consists in the very existence of such 
societies. They are got up iu most colleges 
by the students merely for amusement, and 
that is often of the lowest and most vulgar de­ 
scription. They are barbarous in themselves 
and disgrace the institutions which tolerate 
them.

The defalcation in the state treasury which 
was brought to light yesterday, is not the first 
which has occurred. ‘Under the previous ad­ 
ministration, when Wheeler II. Bristol was 
treasurer aud Asher P. Nichols was comp­ 
troller, there was an embezzlement of tlio 
state funds, not as large as tlio present, but 
probably extending ovor a longer period of 
time. 
According to the common under­ 
standing of the facts, the cash in the treas­ 
ury was about $40,000 short of what the books 
showed, and this sum was carried along for 
months in a fiatitious manner, not being de­ 
tected. At length all of it was made good 
except $7,000, aud at the close of the term 
aud upon the accession of the present state 
officers, this deficiency remained. Attorney- 
General Barlow instituted a suit against the 
late treasurer for the recovery of this money, 
and was successful in it, so that the state se­ 
cured the whole amount. —Evenimj Jour­ 
nal.

H ope. 
We condeuse the following from the Free­ 
man’s Journal: Early in the season we said 
that our home markets must to a great extent 
bo governed by the condition of the foreign 
crop—that our brewers, while generally pre­ 
ferring American hops, would not pay very 
high prices for them if able to buy foreign 
hops of a good quality a little lower. It turns 
out that England and Germany wifi both ex­ 
port hops to a large extent, and therefore 
the market here cannot be controlled by 
our own growers, or by any combination 
which they and the dealers might possibly 
make. The few small lots of hops that 
have been purchased in this country at 48 to 
60 cents, have beeu bought to lili pressiug 
order, and sold at a nominal profit. Dealers 
are now as reluctant to pay 45 cents, aud 
do not buy ahead of their orders. 
It is our 
candid belief that an attempt on the part of 
the growers here to hold their hops at 50 
cents would result in benefit only to foreign 
growers, who wifi thus be enabled to under­ 
sell them in them in iheir own market, and 
get control of the trade. Wo have, from the 
week the season opened till now, advised any 
grower who has personally consulted us, lb 
sell his hop3 at the highest cash price he 
could obtain, aud not wait till foreign impor­ 
tations gave the dealer and manufacturer a 
wider choice and perhaps lower prices; we 
saw nothing to encourage the hope of still 
higher rates, but on the contrary, reasons to 
fear a falling market. The past week lias 
been a very quiet one in the country—the 
dealers buying nothing on speculation 
and taking what good lo primo bops 
were offered at 40 lo 45 cents to fill orders.— 
Only the very best sorts will now command 
the latter figure. Occasionally/a fancy lot 
may have sold a little higher.

Fulton Paul, Deputy Treasurer, endorsed this 
draft to Charles II. Hudson, cashier for Sher­ 
win & Co. Charles H. Phelps, clerk in the 
Treasurer’s office at Albany, transferred the 
draft to said Hudson, who collected it and 
transferred the money to Sherwin <fc Co. 
On 
August 25th the state owned a draft drawn 
on the National Bank of the Commonwealth 
for $16,000. Three drafts were passed In this 
way, amounting to $65,000, and Sherwin ad­ 
mits that $151,000 passed though his hands 
in connection with the Phelps defalcation.

H u m in s of u P r o p e lle r . 


T im: strain propeller Champlin, of the Aus­ 
tin line, while towing down Hie river last 
evening, caught fire uear Bouw * point, and 
was destroyed, causing a loss of from $10,- 
000 to $15,000. 
The Champlin left here yes­ 
terday afternoon, in connection with a tow of 
twenty canal boats. 
She was what is termed 
a helper to the large towing tugs which take 
the tows to New York. 
She aided ih getting 
the tows well under way from Ibis city, aud 
theu returned here. 
Last evening, 
while thus engaged, and 
while crossing from Hie east dyke to the west 
dyke, at tho above point, flames broke out in 
the wood work around the smoke stack of the 
Champlin, and in an instant the whole of the 
upper joiner work was in (lames. 
The hands 
on the Champlin made an effort, lo stay Ute 
progress of the fire, but so rapid was its 
spread, and so I ii tease the heat, that they 
were obliged lo jump overboard to save 
themselves. 
Before leaving, 
however, they 
succeeded in cutting Hie propeller loose from 
the tow. 
Yet, notwithstanding this fact, the 
tow crowded down against tho burning ves­ 
sel, plating those vessels in a hazardous posi­ 
tion, and threatening their destruction also.— 
Just at this moment, Elijah Brainard, of this 
city, with his propeller, the Julia A. Brainard, 
under the command of Captain John Ortrom, 
came to the assistance of the imperiled ves­ 
sels. 
The “ Brainard” was at that point, hav­ 
ing in charge Mr. Brainard’.* (latent pump, 
which was engaged in pumping out a sunken 
boat. 
The Brainard bitched on to the burn­ 
ing vessel, and towed it away from the canal 
boats, aud thus relieved the anxiety of those 
interested in the safety of their emit. 
The Champlin was one of tho l>e?t of Hie 
mosquito fleet of propellers in our harbor.— 
The vessel was of Iron hull, aud therefore did 
uot sink, but the whole of the wood work of 
the boat was totally destroyed. 
The fire no 
sooner broke out than the whole vessel was 
wrapped in a sheet of flame, the joiner work 
being remarkably dry and burned like tinder. 
— Albany Times,

Muxiiiug of a I’ropcllcr. 
The steam propeller Cliampiin, of the Aus­ 
tin line, while towing down the river last 
evening, caught fire near Douw's point, and 
was destroyed, causing a loss of from $ 10,- 
000 to $15,000. 
The Cbamplin left here yes­ 
terday afternoon, in connection with a tow of 
twenty canal boats. 
She was what is termed 
a helper to the large towing tugs which take 
the tows to New York. She aided ih getting 
the tows well under way from this city, and 
theu returned here. 
Last evening, 
while thus engaged, and 
while crossing from the east dyke to the west 
dyke, at the above point, flames broke out in 
the wood work around the smoke stack of the 
Cbamplin, and in an instant the whole of the 
upper joiner work was in Uame3. The hands 
on the Cliampiin made an eflort to stay the 
progress of the fire, but so rapid was its 
spread, and so Intense the heat, that they 
were obliged to jump overboard to save 
themselves. Before leaving, 
however, they 
succeeded in cutting the propeller loose from 
the tow. 
Yet, notwithstanding this fact, the 
tow crowded down against the burning ves­ 
sel, placing those vessels in a hazardous posi­ 
tion, and threatening their destruction also.— 
Just at this moment, Elijah Brainard, of this 
city, with his propeller, the Julia A. Brainard, 
under the command of Captain John Ortrom, 
came to the assistance of the imperiled ves­ 
sels. The “ Brainard” was at that point, hav­ 
ing in charge Mr. Brainard’s patent pump, 
which was engaged in pumping out a sunken 
boat. The Brainard hitched 011 to the burn­ 
ing vessel, and towed it away from the canut 
boats, aud thus relieved the anxiety of those 
interested in ths safety of their craft. 
The Cbamplin was one of the best of the 
mosquito fleet of propellers in our harbor.— 
The vessel was of iron hull, and therefore did 
not sink, but the whole of the wood work of 
the boat was totally destroyed. 
The lire no 
soonerbroke out than the whole vessel was 
wrapped in a sheet of flame, llic joiner work 
being remarkably dry and burned like tinder. 
—Albany Times.

shall certify and make return of the said seve­ 
ral votes in the same m anner as prescribed by 
law in reference to other ballots at a general 
election. 
§ 4. The totes so given shall be canvassed by 
the several boards of county canvassers a t the 
next meeting thereof after such election, and 
the aggregate results iu tho several c unties 
shall bo canvassed and certified bv the board of 
State canvassers. The existing laws in refer­ 
ence to a general election shall in all respects, 
so far as applicable, apply to aud regulate the 
proceedings aud duties of the said board of 
county and State canvassers, and of the county 
clerks and secretary ot State. From the state­ 
ments made to the board of Stato canvassers it 
shall determine w hether a majority of the votes 
upon tho questions subm itted to the electora of 
the State, as herein provided, be iu the affirma­ 
tive or negative.

they shall be tilled by appointment by the gov­ 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent ot the 
senate, or if the senate be not in session, by the 
governor; but in such case he shall nominate to 
the senate when next convened, and such appoint­ 
ment by the governor alone shall expire at the 
end of that session ; but if the majori-y of said 
ballots so endorsed be in the negative, then the 
said officers shall bo elective, as heretofore.
